Washington, May 5.—The report of 
the bureau of labor upon the cond! 
dons at the Bethlehem Steel works, 
of South Bethlehem, Pa., which was 
submitted to the 
senate, says that 
'322 men worked twelve hours a day 
for seven days a week, a large per 
.centage of these laborers earning only 


12^2 cents an hour. 
A synopsis of the report follows: 
The strike started Feb. 4. 1910, when 
ieveral 
hundred 
machinists 
struck 
against the discharge of three men 
who had served as a committee ap­ 
pointed to protest against Sunday and 
overtime work One of the elements of 
interest in the strike is that it was a 
strike of unorganized workmen. 
While a very considerable percen 
tage of the force had a regular work 
• ne lay of twelve hours for the entire 
seven days a week, a large part of the 
skilled workmen had approximately a 
fen and one half hour day, six days a 
week 
The men having the shorter hours 
were to a eonsideiaPle extent paid on 
a bonus system, which 
resulted In 
their speeding up and they claimed 
that their work was carried on at such 
high pressure that overtime and Bun­ 
ds* work was an undue tax on their 
strength. 
They advance the further 
c’lalm that they feared that the en­ 
croachments of overtime and Sunday 
work would ultimately lead to putting 
the twelve-hour day and the seven day 
week Into practical effect throughout 
♦he entire plant. 
According to the January pay roll of 
the company, of the 9184 persons ap 
pearing on that pay roll 3828 of 29 
per cent. were regularly required to 
work se ven days a week and Sunday 
work was not considered overtime. Of 
the men whose- normal week consisted 
of only six days, 1413. or 14 5 per cent 
of the entire number on the pay roll, 
were required to do extra work on one 
or more Sundays during the month 
Thus a total of 43 5 per cent of those 
appearing on the January pav roll 
were required to work at least on 
lorn? Sundays A considerable amount 
of overtime work was also required 
of the ten and one half hour men on 
davs other than Sundays. Of all those

IVrhaps nothing speaks more encour­ 
agingly for the future of farm life 
than the new interest which la being 
inspired in our boys and girls In those 
things which pertain to farm activi­ 
ties. Boys and girls' agricultural clubs 
and the Juvenile granges of the Order 
of Patrons of Husbandry are evidence 
of a new order of things. In the agri­ 
cultural club# this Interest in farm 
matter# very often has Its beginning 
In competitive contests for prices of 
one form or another, and sometime# 
the d a b s have been an outgrowth of 
such contest#, and so it Is that we 
have club# for corn growing, potato 
growing, fruit culture, live stock study, 
home culture, etc. 
The first state wide movement of this 
kind began nbont 1808 In New York 
under the auspices of the College of 
Agriculture of Cornell university as a 
development from Its nature study 
lessons This work has bo w g<»ue over 
the whole state and has taken a vari­ 
ety of forms, such as corn growing, 
potato growing, 
fruit growing and 
garden contests, with special prizes to 
girls for the best work In sewing 
and breadmaking. 
The Cornell Farm 
Boys and Girls' club now has a mem­ 
bership of 73,000. 
In Nebraska this 
club work has been very thoroughly 
organized, aud nearly every county Is 
Included In the movement. 
Early In 
the fall a local contest Is beld in each 
school, the prize winning exhibits and 
the best three essays being then taken 
to a township show, then to a county 
exhibit and finally to the state corn 
growing and corn cooking contest at 
Lincoln. 
This 
meeting 
Includes 
a 
grand “corn banquet," which gathers 
from 2,000 to 8.000 boys and girls from 
over the state. 
Similar work In Ohio under the di­ 
rection of the agricultural extension 
departm ent of the State university has 
reached practically all the rurul boys 
aud girls in the schools of the state. 
In Illinois this work began under tho 
initiative of certalu county superin­ 
tendent# of schools aud the farm ers' 
Institutes. The exhibits of these young 
people are frequently the most Inter­ 
esting at our county fairs and stat# 
fairs as well. 
The work which I# being done by 
these boys aud girls’ agricultural clubs 
is Just the work that the Juvenile 
granges are doing or should do, and in 
the Juvenile grange even more can b# 
accomplished. These Juvenile grange# 
■re constituted of boys and girls un­ 
der fourteen years of age whose par­ 
ents are members of the subordinate 
grunge, and at every meeting they 
have their literary programs, all t>e 
lug under the supervision of a matron 
s p lin te d by the subordinate grange, 
It would appear to be quite practica­ 
ble for these Juvenile granges to In­ 
corporate the work of a com growing 
club or others of similar nature Into 
their own general plan of wop*, adopt­ 
ing, so far as circum stances would 
permit, the rule# aud regulations of 
the boys and girls’ clubs relating to 
these contests.
